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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1,3,5,6,8-10,12,14,16,17 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by the U.S. patent to Rappaport. The reference discloses 
a snag-free water resistant wristwatch including battery operated watch means 13 for 
displaying time on display 14, pressure sensitive means 15 for controlling the watch, 
band 8 of polymer based material, clasp 3a,4a, ornaments in chambers 11,12, 
elastically deformable indents for the pressure sensitive means (see col. 3, line 20), the 
elements of the wristwatch being substantially "smooth" with flowing contours. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 2,4,7,13,15 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Rappaport. With respect to claims 2 and 13, details of the battery 
access means are not shown. However, Official notice is taken of battery access 
covers in timepieces for permitting replacement of the battery. One skilled in the art 
would have sufficient knowledge of the same to provide such an access means in the 
device of the patent. 

3. Regarding claims 4 and 15, the patentee indicates at col. 3, line 16 that joining 
means other than the "Velcro" type may be used. Applicant further admits in the claim 
that the bayonet type clasp means is well known, thus rendering the claim obvious. 

4. The subject matter of claims 7 and 1 8 would be obvious to one skilled in the art 
in view Rappaport and in view of the well known use of stretchable wristbands in 
timepieces. 

5. Claims 1 1 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over The U.S. patent to Freeman et al. The patent discloses a snag free wristwatch 
with battery operated watch means 36, display 34 and band 22 of flexible material, the 
components being shaped in a smooth and flowing contour. The patentee suggests that 
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"Velcro" may be used in place of fasteners 24,25 at col. 2, line 38, and it would thus be 
obvious for one skilled in the art to use the same, resulting in the snag free 
appearance. Medical monitoring capabilities are suggested at col. 4, lines 58ff.
